Garrett 
Johnson identified by no less than a 
half dozfii atate witnesses aa the 
leader of the night riders, found it 
convenient to come to Hickman on 
October 1S» and knew the victims 
had arrivfd and gone lo the log. 

The word was spread over the 
(omitrysidr. In the early night (all 
the dank from the uppf r and lower 
end o( the lake gathered at the 
Long Bridge. In the dead of night, 
under the leadership of Garrett 
Johnson, tbey rode to Walnutlog. to 
mi up old scores with Rankin. 

They found their victims in bed. 
It was after midnight and both Capt 
Rankin and Cnl Taylor were awak- 
by P C. Ward, proprietor ol 
the hotel, who had been ordered by 
the night riders to point out the 
room occupied by the lend company's 
representatives. 

Taylor and Rankin were unarmed 
and offered no resistence tc the 
night riden. It would have been 
uselesi, for the maaked men oore 
shotsguns and revolvers whicn they 
later used with deadly effect. Prob- 
ably the exact number in that band 
will never be known. Fehringer 
aays there were thirty-five. Col.

Salt as a Panacea. 

Salt can almost be regarded as a 
panacea, so many and varied are its 
uses. 

We are told that it cleanses the 
palate and furred tongue, and a gar- 
gle of salt and water is often effica- 
cious. 

A pinch of salt on the tongue, fol- 
lowed ten minutes afterwards by a 
drink of cold water, often cures a 
tick headache. It hardens gums, 
makes teeth white and sweetens the 
breath. 

Cut flowers may be kept fresh by 
adding salt to the water. 

Weak ankles should be rubbed 
with a weak solution of salt, water 
and alcohol. 

Bad colds, hay fever and kindred 
affections may be much relieved by 
using fine dry salt like snuff. 

Dyspepsia, heartburn and indiges- 
tion are relieved by a cup of hot 
water in which a small spoonful of 
salt has been melted. 

Salt and water will sometimes re- 
vive an unconscious person when 
hurt if brandy or other remedies are 
not at hand Hemorrhage from 
tooth pulling is stopped by tilling the 
_ mouth with salt and water. 

Weak and tired eyes are refresh- 
ed by bathing with warm water and 
salt. 

Many public tpeakers and singers 
use a wash of salt and water before 
and after using the voice, at it 
strengthens the organs of the throat. 

Salt rubbed into the scalp or oc 
casionally added to the water in 
washing prevents the hair falling 
out. 

Feathers uncurled by damp weath- 
er are quickly dried by shaking ov, 
er a fire in which salt has been 
thrown.
